LOUISIANA. 
SHERIDAN’S RIDE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Orveans, Nov. 15.—The St. Charles 
Hotel is crowded with distinguished strangers 
and local politicians. There is an immense 
amount of suppressed excitement, which is not 
likely to find vent while we have so much ex- 
cellence in our midst. Judge Stoughton, of 
New York, and Judge Kelley, of Pennsylvania, 
arrived to-night. Gen. Phil Sheridan and staff 
came in by the Jackson Road this afternoon 
several hours late, the train on which they 
came having been thrown from the track at 
some point in Northern Mississippi and the 
sleeper wrecked. None ofthe party were in- 
jured. The General was quite indisposed upon 
his arrival, and declined to see visitors. The 
all-absorbing topic of conversation is the proba- 
ble action of the Returning Board. 

DOOLITTLE AND PALMER.

League, reinforced by armed bodies from Arkansas 
and 1 Most of the Republican leaders 
have been driven away and murdered. Under the 
State law voters are entitled to vote at any poll in 
the parish in which they resiae. The colored 
people generally are attempting to reach the 
parish seats of those parishes in order to 
vote under 2 of the authorities.

MARCH FIFTH. 

Following two precedents, the President-elect 
of the United States will take the oath and en- 
ter upon his duties at noon on Monday the 5th 
of March next. The precedents are in the case 
of President Monroe, who was inaugurated 
March 5, 1821, and Zachary Taylor, who was in- 
augurated the same day of the week and month 
in 1849. The record in the case of Monroe is in- 
complete, but in the case of Taylor the Journal 
of the Senate shows that on Friday, the 2d 
of March, 1849, Mr. Polk, the  Presi- 
dent, sent a communication to the Sen- 
ate requesting that body to meet 
in special session on Monday, the 5th e 
at 10 oO'clock a. m., as there would on day 
de matters of interest to engage its attention. 
The record also shows that the Senate extended 
its session of Saturday, March 8, by recesses, 
until 6 o’clock on Sunday morning, March 4, 
when the presiding officer declared that body 
adjourned sine dic.

A Conflict that Lasted for Nearly 


Three Days. 


o rung Gain Some Ground, but 


Achieve No Decided Success. 


Dispatch to London Times, 


Dsomts, Oct. 19.—Last evening we rode over 
0 Siljegovac, the headquarters of Col. Horva- 
rich, who commands the division, which 
wretches some five miles along the left bank of 


the Morava, and overlaps the Turkish 


position. 

He at once ordered horses, and sent his Aide- 
de-Camp to conduct us over his positions. Sil - 
yac lies across the Morava, opposite Deli- 
 perhape two or three miles south, while 


the Turks occupy the valley and hills between. 


The hills along which Horvstovich's corps is 
posted are thickly wooded, and seem well calcu- 
lated for defense. Perhaps, as the trees run 
down close to, if not quite into, the Turkish po- 
sitions, they may also afford cover for an attack. 
As we rode up the hill, the roar of artillery and 


the distant report of shells marked the 
OPENING OF A CANNONADE. 


As we advanced, frightened peasants appeared, 
making away with their carts and cattle from 
the scene of the fire. Here and there we passed 
4 soldier, who pointed out where one of the 
shells had burst. One was cowering behind a 
tree. Our gallant conductor demanded in stern 
tones what was the matter with bim, and be 
slowly resumed his forward movement towards 
the camp. He looked ill and thin, and certainly 


his physique seemed to justify fear. 


We passed several encampments, and grad- | 
ually drew near the Servian battery which was 
answering the Turkish fire. The shells came 
faster, and we could see the flash from the 
Turkish cannon, followed after a few seconds by 
the distant boom, then the whiz and scream 
of the shell as it hurtled through the air, 
and the loud explosion as it fell in the 
woods around us. Near the summit was a 


large encampment, and the shells were falling 


just on the other side of the hill on which it was 
placed, many not fifty yards off. The conduct

day Ade th the firing was continued till 
some time after nightfall, and, as we rode down

The case was elaborately argued, 
andthe Board unanimously held that they 
had no power to reject any returns, not even 
on proof of fraud; that, wherever there was 
informality, the judges could be sent for to 
supply omissions and correct mistakes, but 
that the powers of the Board were confined to 
the mere counting of the votes as returned. 
Persons aggrieved had their remedy at law. 
Gen. Ln, on that oceasion, delivered in 
writing a long opinion, giving his reasons 
and those of his associates for refusing to 
reject from the count any returns. It is not 
probable that these canvassers have deter- 
mined to change their opinion now. They 
were certainly right then, and their decision 
was approved by men of all parties. We do 
not believe they have any intention to be 
unfair, or for mere party success, or for the 
temporary triumph of a few persons con- 
fessedly defeated by the people, will throw 
out any of these returns. There is no alle- 
gation of fraud or intentional error; the de- 
fect is formal and not substantial, and in 
every case can be corrected by the inspéct- 
ors. The Board has not,so far, rejected 
any returns, and we do not believe it will.

COUNTING THE VOTE AT WASHINGTON. 
Now that the probabilities seem to be fa- 


vorable to giving Haves the Electoral vote 
of Louisiana on a fair and full count of the 
votes actually cast, there is an evident Dem- 
ocratic purpose to transfer the contest to 
Washington, and endeavor to defeat the 
lawful count of the Electoral votes there. 

This purpose is so infamous that we would 
not charge it if there were not the best rea- 
sons for suspecting it, and we still hope that 

the more conservative Democratic managers 

will refuse to countenance it. But the party 
press is seeking to prepare the public mind 
for a contest in Washington, the effect of 
which will be to prolong the uncertainty, 

still further excite partisan passions, spread 
and increase the apprehension of civil war, 

and generally unsettle business pending the 
issue. Already the Democratic journals are 
significantly insisting that TIL D has received 
nearly a million majority of the white votes 
of the country, thus utterly ignoring the 
constitutional amendments. They forget 
that it is no more improbable or suspicious 
that Hares should be elected by one majori- 
ty in the Electoral College than that ‘T1LpEN 
should be elected by one majority. The 
hardship for the defeated party is not any 
greater in one case than in the other. It 
is no worse that Louisiana should supply 
Hares the vote which gives him one majori- 
ty than that Alabama or Mississippi should 
have given TILDEN the votes that would have 
elected him in case he got enough from other 
States. The most that either party can prop- 
erly demand is that the votes shall be count- 
ed just as they have been cast. There is lit- 
tle doubt that this will be done in Louisiana 
(the only State seriously in dispute) under 
the supervision of eminent lawyers of both 
parties. The trouble is, that if the Demo- 
crats find the Republicans have carried Louis- 
iana without any reference to Confederate in- 
timidation, they are still averse to giving up 
the fight. 

The Democratic propositions for pre- 
venting the count of the votes, if 
Hares has a majority, are of the 
most unblushing character. It js said, 
for one thing, that the Governor of Cali- 
fornia will refuse to issue certificates to the 
Hares Electors, forgetting that the United 
States statute requires him to do so, and that 
he can be compelled todo it. It is set up, 
because one Har Elector in Oregon and 
another in Vermont prove to be ineligible, 
that their Democratic opponents have been 
chosen, though receiving a minority of votes, 
forgetting that the United States statute has 
authorized the several States to provide for 


that the provision in most of the States is 
that the Electors themselves shall fill any 
vacancy in their number. But these make- 
shifts are trifling in comparison to certain 
deliberate propositions for depriving Hayzs 
of the Electoral majority if it shall prove 
that he has it. The design is to throw 
the election into the present House, 
which is largely Democratic. The Democrats 
may as well understand once for all that this 
cannot be done ; the circumstances are such 
that either Harzs or Ino will receive a 
majority of the Electoral votes, and, which- 
ever one it be, that man must be declared 
and inaugurated President of the United

THAT “TIMES” DISPATCH. 

A few days since, a dispatch was sent 
from the Chicago Times office to the New 
Orleans Democrat, saying: All eyes and 
hopes turn toward Louisiana. If you 
tamely submit to disenfranchisement, the 
end is defeat for hope and reform. The 
North will say God-speed to a cleaning-out 
of the Pacxarp and Ke.1o0ce scoundrels.” 
A temperate comment was made upon this 
incendiary language in Tue CMO Tris- 
UNE, expressing the hope that it was not sent 
by the editor of that paper, and carefully 
refraining from making any personal allu- 
sions or indulging in any abuse. The next 
morning along reply appeared in the Times, 
calling the editor of Taz Trreunz by name, 
and applying all the epithets that are fa- 
miliar to a blackguard. The tone of the 
whole article was malignant, insolent, and 
scurrilous, but it contained no disclaimer 
that the editor of. the Times was not respon- 
sible for the dispatch. A second reply ap- 
peared in Tux Tarox, which did not con- 
tain an indecorous word, and did not dis- 
turb the impersonality of the editor of that 
paper. Although it would require very little 
wit to apply disreputable epithets to him, 
we carefully abstained from so doing. Tes- 
terday morning the Times returned to 
its mud-slinging. The editor of that paper, 
in a vulgar, scurrilous, and ruffianly article, 
written probably by the individual repudi- 
ated by the Times, and obliged to write his 
own condemnation, disavows any authority 
for the dispatch in question, although he 
does not disavow approval of the sentiments 
contained in it. A more unfair, unprofes- 
sional, ungentlemanly transaction from first 
to last cannot be found in the records of 
American journalism. In its editorial of 
Tuesday it says: “If such a dispatch was 
sent from this office, the 7imes is not respon- 
sible for it. Iu the editorial of Monday it 
said: 

There has been no time within four years when 
a thorough cleaning - out of the KeLLoee-Packarp- 
Cas scoundrels would not have been regarded by 
the North asa very proper proceeding. .... 
When the laws are ineffective in clearing out crim- 
inals in the North, the lamp-post is found very ef- 
fective. Had the Néw-Orleans people used the 
lamp-post any ‘ime during the last eight years, the 
nation would not now be in a state of feverish in- 
decision as to the legitimate count of the vote cast 
a week ago to-day. 

We can see no difference in spirit between 
the dispatch and the editorial, except that 
the latter isthe more ruffianly of the two. 
If the Times was not responsible for the dis- 
patch, is it responsible for the editorial? Or 
is the proprietor’s editor, Mr. Kzxnan, re- 
sponsible for both? Oris any one responsi- 
ble for either? Or is any one responsible 
for anything that appears in that reckless 
paper ? 

With this recital of facts, we turn to the 
disclosures made by the Times im its latest 
article, and the New Orleans Bulletin, in the 
article printed in the last issue of Tun Tum 
ung. Taking the two articles together, there 
is no difficulty in understanding that the dis- 
patch was sent by Keenan. It was dated at 
the office of the Chicago Tunes. It was sent 
from there. It was signed by Kzxnan, and, 
although the New Orleans Bulleten does not 
know who Keyan is, it is a matter of un- 
questioned fact that Kxxznan is editor of the 
Chicago Times. We are glad to know it 
was not the venerable proprietor of the 
Times who sent it, and that our sympathy 
was wasted. It was Keenan! We sispect- 
ed as much. The whilom vision- 
ary, airy, sportive Kran, now  san- 
guinary, truculent, belligerent Keenan ! 
No longer ‘‘capering nimbly in my lady's 
chamber,” he has put on a war- paint, sound- 
ed the whoop, and is off on the war-path. 
But Suerman is there before him, and the 
country will breathe more freely while it 
waits for Kzxnan’s next pronunciamento to 
the Tuscarora Tomahawk. The New Orleans 
Bulletin may not yet have heard of KEENAN, 
but KxxxAx is looming up on the horizon of 
war like a blood-red Mars, and his sanguin- 
ary lustre will yet beam upon New Orleans 
in some dark hour, leading the Democratic 
patriots of Bridgeport and the Stock-Yards 
to victory. The Bulletin is eviden tly some- 
what rattled over Keenan, judging from the 
singular questions it aks. Who is to fur- 
nish the bodies?“ says the Bulletin. Ker. 
ran. “Whois to furnish the gore?” Ker. 
wan. ‘* Who is to bruise the despot's heel?“ 
Keenan. Keenan has taken the contract, 
We protest against this effort of the Bulletin 
to belittle Knax.

it. The proprietor of that paper knows 
it.

Kernan was sent to Washirgton 
last winter to edit the telegraph page of the 
Times, and he succeeded so well in filling 
that page with roorbacks and partisan mean- 
ness that when Congress adjourned he was 
summoned home to take charge of and give 
tone to its editorial page, in which he has 
succeeded so well that his associate, the 
venerable proprietor, has almost entirely re- 
linquished his responsibilities to Keenan. 
Keenan has charge of the paper all night 
and most of the day, and between the ven- 
erable proprietor and the employes of that 
paper stands Keenan, the only medium of 
approach. The Bulletin itself bears indirect 
testimony to Kzxnan’s position as the repre- 
sentative of the Times. The dispatch to 
the Democrat, appealing for bodies and gore, 
was not the only dispatch sent by him. He 
has been sending them ever since election, 
and the venerable proprietor has not dis- 
avowed them. The Bulletin says: 


KEENAN appears to dwell in Chicago, and he is 
the person who firstinformed us that Wisconsin had 
gone Democratic. He aleo sent various other dis- 
patches of a like reliable and cheering natare. 
For two or three days he was monopolized by the 
Times (New Orleans).

Until such time as Keenan 
shall start for the scene of conflict at the 
head of his legions to clean out Packizp 
and Koc, we shall defend him in his 
position of editor against the assaults of his 
wicked partner.

ONE VOTE. 

Much has been written, and often, con- 
cerning the importance of one vote, and the 
lesson has been again brought into 
notice by the extraordinary closeness of 
the vote in the Electoral College. Mn. T. 
pen and his friends started out in the can- 
vass, marking out to themselves the neces- 
sity of the 35 votes of New York, 15 of In- 
diana, 9 of New Jersey, 6 of Connecticut, 
and 3 of Oregon, making 68 votes from the 
North, and the 119 votes of Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Texas, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Kentucky, and West 
Virginia. This would make 187 Electoral 
votes, sufficient to elect. They estimated 
also a probability, which towards the close 
of the campaign reached strong conviction, 
that they would carry Nevada 3, Wisconsin 
10,, Florida 4, Louisiana 8, and at last, 
South Carolina 7. These 32 votes were 
held as a sort of reserve to draw on, in case 
of any accident to any of the other States. 
Up to the very latest, so strong had been 
their expectations, they claimed Wisconsin. 
At the election, Trupzn got all the votes in 
his original estimate except Oregon, leaving 
him 184 Electoral votes when 185 were 
necessary. Then arose the necessity for a 
demand onthe reserved States. Nevada and 
Wisconsin failed disastrously. For a while 
Florida was depended upon for the needed 
vote; then, Florida failing, South Caroline 
furnished hope; and eventually a grand rush 
from all parts of the country has been made 
to New Orleans, where the needed vote is ex- 
pected to be obtained by some sort f bull - 
dozing” operation. Here, then, is a case of 
a brilliant, hopeful, costly, and ably-conduct- 
ed political campaign failing for the want of 
one vote. Of what avail was all the labor at 
St. Louis, and of the expenditure 
of the ‘‘barl of money” to se- 
cure the nomination? Of what avail was 
the desperate campaign in Indiana and the 
expenditure of perhaps a half million of dol- 
lars to have Democratic Greenbackers vote 
for Tron and Republican Greenbackers 
vote for Coorzrn? Of what avail was the 
protracted labor of reconciling Tammany and 
anti-Tammany, and the lavish expenditure 
of money all over the State of New York, 
and especially in the Cities of New York and 
Brooklyn? Why was staid Connecticut 
shaken and disturbed to her very centre by 
the howl for reform? Of what use was the 
capture of New Jersey? Of what avail was 
the Literary Bureau, with its 160 writers, and 
all their productions? All these things and 
their cost have been wasted beeause of the 
want of one vote. 

There has never been an election in this 
country where the Presidency has been de- 
termined by one vote. In 1837 ROAD M. 
Jounson, Democrat, received 148 Electoral 
votes, just one-half of the whole number, 
for Vice-President. The other 148 votes 
were scattered among a number of others. 


and Thon got the votes 
and New Jersey, to say 
and Indiana, which the confi- 
dently expected.

few votes in a Congressional District will be 
evident. In the categery is the proba- 
ble condition of allie in the next Legisla- 
ture of Illinois. \ The whole number of mem- 
bers on joint is 204, and it is not prob- 
able that the Republicans will have more 
than 101 or 102, and many of the members 
are elected by majorities of less than fifty. 
When citizens omit voting because they do 
not consider one vote of any consequence, 
they make a sad mistake. The great popular 
vote of the country is made up of single 
votes, 

Be the result of the election for President 
what it may, this extraordinary approach to 
equality will become historical, and it will 
prove beneficial if it shall induce Congress to 
frame some scheme by which the possibility 
of defeating the popular will by fraud, cor- 
ruption, or other device, shall be rendered 
impossible. 

' ENGLAND AND CONSTANTINOPLY. 

One of the most remarkable fe~‘::.cs of 
the present negotiations growing ut of the 
Turco-Servian complication: the rapid 
change of opinion among .znglish people 
as to the actual value vf Constantinople. 
The English papers, both daily and weekly, 
are very generally discussing this question, 
and the spirit of their articles is to the effect 
that after the Russians have taken Constan- 
tinople, in case they should resolve upon 
such a step, and the English have seized 
Alexandria, which would be equivalent to a 
Russian occupation of the eastern provinces 
of Turkey and an English occupation of 
Egypt as an offset, the English people will 
be amazed that they were so long oppressed 
by the nightmare of Russia in Constantino- 
ple. The Russians even then will be no 
nearer India than they are now. Even if 
the Russians have a fleet in the Black Sea 
and can come through the Bosphorus, unless 
that fleet is strong enough to command the 
Sea of Marmora and the Dardanelles, the 
Bosphorus is of no value to them, 
since the English at Alexandria can 
protect the Suez Canal and their route 
to India as easily with the Russians at Con- 
stantinople as anywhere else. Such is the 
general tenor of the English press. Putting 
Constantinople out of the question as value- 
less, they are looking in other directions for 
an extension of empire which may be an 
offset to the inevitable occupation of the 
Turkish provinces by Russia. Nearly all of 
them are urging upon the Government the 
importance of making an ally of the Hellenic 
people, not only in Greece proper, but also 
in the Greek provinces, which would array 
English influences south of the Balkan 
against Russian influences north. The Lon- 
don Times has already thrown out strong 
hints that if the Chinese Government re-

Constantinople to us would 
be a fearfal burden, bringing on to us the hatred of 
al] Slave—who regard it as Catholics regard Rome— 
of all Greeks, who think it is their traditionary 
stronghold, and of any race which rule in Asia 
Minor; but Englishmen are accustomed to burdens, 
and failing Egypt, we entertain little doubt that they 
will accept this. The alternative, however, re- 
mains open, and it is for them to decide, and de- 
cide quickly, to which of the two ends their agents 
shall direct their efforts. The reasons for prefer- 
ring Egypt are manifold, the main one being that 
our rule would be an unspeakable relief and bless- 
ing tothe population of the whole Valley of the 
Nile, and probably Palestine, ridding them finally 
of Turks. 

The suggestion is a very timely one, more 
particularly because Lord BzaconsFretp, hav- 
ing been defeated in his hopes of protecting 
the Turks, will probably strive to*provoke 
war with Russia by his old dodge of scaring 
Englishmen with the loss of Constantinople. 
If the English press, however, represents 
public opinion in that country, the people 
will look upon the Russian occupation of 
that city without any alarm.

The agent for the patent machine has quitted 
the lair where he laid in wait for unwary 
visitors. The Centennial hotels are being 
sold off for old lumber, and will be forgotten 
soon by sight-seers who were beguiled into 
patronizing them, and who until their latest 
day will not cease to call them accursed. 
Gone are the sight-seers from all over this 
broad land, and the tourists from all crea- 
tion have departed, and now the balance- 
sheet is being struck.

In this election of 1876, had not Colorado 
been admitted as a State, the whole number 
of votes would have been 366, of which 184 
would have been the majority, and Ton 
would have been elected with two votes over 
Hayes.

Second—The abolition of irregular troops. 

Third—Transfer to Asia of the Circassians 
settled in Europe. 

Fourth—The language of the country to be 
introduced in public offices and tribunals. 

Fifth—A native Christian to be appointed 
Governor by the Porte in each province, and the 
appointment of a permanent Commission of 
Supervisors composed of Consuls of the Great 
Powers. 

The letter also mentions as reforms to be de- 
manded those specified m the dispatch from 
Vienna.

Departmental Reports and Estimates—Shep- 
herd’s Financial Troubles. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 15.—The annual 
report of the Commissioner of agriculture 
shows there were distributed during the past 
year 1,520,000 packages of vegetable and fieid 
seeds and textiles, including nearly 95,000 of 
vegetable, 372,000 of flower, 66,000 of 
wheat, 64,000 of tobacco, and 803. of 
cotton. Seeds were collected from all parts of 
the world because of their peculiar excellence. 
Internal Revenue Commissioner Raum is at 
work upon his report. He will make few recom- 
mendations, and regards it unnecessary to make 
a change in taxation. 
The House Committee on Appropriations has 
been called by its Chairman to meet on the 
29d inst. Estimates for the diplomatic and 
consular service slightly exceed $1,200,000. This 
is $59,000 in exceess of the amount appropriated 
for the present fiscal year, and nearly $150,000 
less thau the estimates of last year.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Recess having expi the Grange was, at 3 

p.m., called to order by Worthy Master John T. 


Jones. 
The Committee on Credentials reported a list 


of States entitled to representation at this 
session, and the persons entitled to sit in the 
national body. e names of the members are 
given above. The report was adopted. 

The rules, regulations, and order of business 
of the ninth annual session held at Louisville 
in November, 1875, were, after sundry unim- 
portant amendments, adopted as the rules of 
the present session. 

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

Worthy Master John T. Jones, of Arkansas, 
then delivered his annual address. The follow- 
ing extracts from the document will give its es- 


sential parts: 

Brornuens anp Sisters or THE NATIONAL 
GRANGE: Under the requirements of our Consti- 
tution we are in convened in annual session, to 
consider and take such action in the great interests 
of the class we represent as may appear expedient 
for the advancement of their prosperity, and, as a 
consequence, the prosperity of our country, and 
for the good of our Order. 

The feeling of enthusiasm with which you have 
heretofore been ted from this chair, on like 
occasions, experiences no abatement, but receives 
new force from year to vear, with the increase of 
our membership, power, and good works. If we 
shali build our superstructure in harmony with, 
and in just proportions to, the broad and substantial 
foundations we bave laid, we shall have cause of 
deeper, of immeasurable gratitude to Him who has 
sustained us so far in our work and permitted us to 
meet together again, with our ranks unbroken, to 
labor in this glorious cause. 

At the last session of thie eeveral important 
amendments to the Constitution were proposed 
and subsequently ratified by the State Granges, of 
which proclamation was duly made. 

As a part of the system and plan of the organi- 
zation and government of the co-operative socie- 
ties of Great Britain, which it was our purpose to 
adopt, these rules, with some slight changes, will 
be most valuable, but taken alone they area dis- 
jointed link in a chain, the perfection of which by 
our British friends has been the work of their edu- 
cated, thinking, practical men, for the last 
thirty-five years. The fraction which we have 
given pur Order has been utilized to an 
extent ch we can only conjecture. Hundreds, 
and it may be thousands, of co- ve stores 
have been established in the various States and 
Territories of the Union, with various amounts of 
share capital, and perhaps as various in other 
features and in their fortunes. Theyare without 
a head or connecting link, like so many islands 
in the sea, without even a boat pl ng from one to 
the other, —without that principle of unity which 
is the life of co-operation and the gui star of 
Wr . 

With the perfection of our mag of o iza- 
tion, is the necessity of educating our members in 
the true principles of co-operation. Let us follow 
the example of our English friends in this also. 
Through their courtesy I have received a large num- 
ber of tracte, with the — of their co- op- 
erative Congress from 1868 to the | pete time, 
making a most valuable eollection Of co-operative 
literature. We have to reach the minds of many 
who are rant, and to stimulate in them a thirst 
for knowledge. The latter, which is the first req- 
uisite, is better accomplished by living missiona- 
rics. If we could send out some of the friends of 

co-operation (who could be named) to act as pio- 
neers mn this work, we would soon see a - 
mand for co-operative intelligence. 

It may be thought by some who take a solely sen- 
timental view of our organization, that I am givin 
an undue prominence to its material objects. 
so, I cannot thind they have studied the deep phi- 
losophy, pure morality, lofty virtue, and = 
religion, that underlies co- tve life. tly 
understood, it is the realization of . 
tian ethics. The ent virtues of temperance, 
forethought, just dealing, and fellowship in work, 
will do more to correct the moral disorders which 
darken our land, and have tainted our Government, 
as well as trade and commerce, than all the penal 
statutes that have been or can be devised. The 
material, moral, social, and intellectual influences 
are in near connection with each other. The most 
material things have great influence on mental sub- 
jects, a sentiment that ages “go the poct Homer 
gave vent to, in saying that when man becomes 
stave be loses half his virtue.“ 

At the last session of this Grange much interest 
was expressed in the action which had been tagen 
by the co-operative societies of Great Britain to in- 
augurate a system of exchange between them and 
the agricultural producers in this country, and in 
their friendly messages to our Order, through their 
special deputation, and subsequent correspondence 
with our Executive Committee, which I was direct- 
ed, by a resolution of this body, to continue, as I 
did, untila * was reached when, in 1 
ment, with the approval of the Executive mit - 
tee, it became e leut to send a special commis- 
sioner to confer with the authorities in those socie- 
ties upon this subject, and to represent our ideas 

in this connection. Brother J. 
A. Wright was appointed to this 
and it afforde me sincere pleasure 
to bear testimony to the ability, dignity, and grace 
with which he discharged its important duties. 
Complications of a very serious character had aris- 
en 8 the miere presentations of unfriendly 
parties, the character and extent of which were 
unknown tous until ascertained by our Commis- 
sioner, after bis arrivalin England. These mat- 
ters were fully discussed in the Co-operative Con- 
gress which met at Glasgow in April last, the 
— * opening and closing the discussion 
having n extended to our Commissioner. The 
result was a reassurance of that body of the earn- 
estness and in ty of our Order in 
these negotiations, and their reference to 
Mr. Neale and our Commissioner, by whom 
important modifications and changes of the 
original articles were agreed upon, submitted to 
the Executive Committee of the Company on the 
other side, and assented to by that Committee. 
Copies of the original articles, the modifications 
and changes, and the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee on the other side azsenting thereto will be 
placed in the hands of the Secretary for your nse. 
These papers were é¢ulnmnifted to your Executive 
Committee at their session m July last, when a 
resolution was passed requesting me to submit to 
them at their next session wy views as to what 
steps should be taken to insure the ꝓructical bene- 
fite of a bnsiness connection with the Co-operative 
Societies of Great Britain.
